Since the beginning of March 2000, the Lao Liberal Democratic Party has urged Lao people 
inside and outside of the countiy to involve actively in fighting for democracy in Laos. 

On behalf of the Lao Liberal Democratic Party, which has always been struggling for peaceful 
change in Laos, it is my duty to submit to your highest consideration the new instability and 
insecurity, occurring right now in the whole country because of a recent spate of bombings in the 
capital and big dries of Laos. 

For 25 years, this is the first time the Lao government admitted a spate of bombings in Vientiane 
since March this year was the work of 11 a movement attempting to overthrow the ruling 
communist party", and accused the Thai government of supporting these fights.

Details: Captioned investigation is based upon information that Major 

General Vang Pao, a United States citizen of Hmong descent, is 
providing support to Neo Horn, an armed resistance movement directed 
against the communist regime in Laos. Because the U.S. is at peace 
with Laos, these activities are in violation of the Neutrality Act, a 
criminal violation. 

Milwaukee is in possession of a large number of Neo Horn 
documents from the mid to late 1980's. A preliminary review disclosed 
that several documents, one of which is signed by Vang Pao, deal with 
fund-raising for Neo Horn, the purchase of weapons and supplies for Neo 
Horn, and the results of military actions by Neo Horn in Laos. Although 
dated, Milwaukee believes they are relevant to the investigation.

SUBJECT : Budget proposal for organizing and training forces 

In a firm conviction to not lose the Lao nation and country to the Red Vietnamese who 
invaded and seized Laos 13 years ago, the battle to restore the Lao nation began and has 
continued to the present time. The battle has stumbled along all these 13 years, 
experiencing shortages of everything and hardships of every kind. Nevertheless, we have 
been able to establish better stability in the fighting in many ways. We have been able to 
make friendly superpower countries interested and help the fight to restore the Lao nation 
in many ways. 

Referring to the situation in Communist countries, which have led by Russia in the past, 
Russia has had to withdraw from its war of aggression in Afghanistan and seek peace in 
the world. This event has resulted in the Red Vietnamese having Soviet aid cut off and 
having 1 17 of 157 countries of the United Nations condemn them for seizing Cambodia. 
Therefore, the Red Vietnamese have no way of continuing to hold Cambodia. They have 
only one altemative-they have to withdraw their military forces from Cambodia. 

In order to pull the problem of the struggle to restore the Lao nation to the international 
stage of the world and stand along side the resolution of the problem in Cambodia, he 
joint headquarters of the Front deem it necessary to expedite the fighting in Laos. To 
make the battle more serious, we need to increase the size of our force, which friendly 
countries agree to, along with expediting training to urgently reinforce forces in inner 
territories. All of this will lead to the establishment of an official National Liberation 
area after first organizing the force and training mentioned. 

I have specified the training and weapons in stages of 1000/5000 from volunteers until it 
is successful. When this is accomplished, we can implement the plan immediately.

I have prepared to train a force of 1,000 people for 60 days. The expenses are as follows: 

Guns: one is 5500 x 1000 = 5,500,000 baht or $220,000. 

Food: 60 x 20 = 1200 x 1000 = 1,200,000 baht or $48,000. 

Other equipment: for one soldier it amounts to 1088 x 1000 = 1,088,000 baht or 
$43,520. 

Altogether that's 7,788,000 baht or $3 1 1,520. This does not include 
various medical supplies. During the training there will be a dedicated medical 
center. 

In the first installment, a friendly country has approved 800 weapons (amounting 
to 4,400,000 baht). I consider that this is fortunate for us. The United Front has 
not had to purchase these with its own money. It just has to come up with the 
money for training and clothing. 

Inasmuch as circumstances are this favorable, we ask that you all be interested 
and ready to helping fight.

1. General Situation . It is generally know after the Red Communists achieved victory by seizing 
Indochina, and the Kingdom of Laos fell under the control of the Red Vietnamese in 1975, how 
strong the Red Lao army, the Red Vietnamese, and Socialistic Communists were. However, the 
Lao people know the victory belonged to the Red Vietnamese and so the Red Vietnamese 
entered and seized Laos, which they still hold to this day. For this reason the fight to liberate the 
Lao people began and that fight has continued for the past 13 years. 

But that fight is still in the shadows, there are no loud voices, and there is no official liberated 
territory. That's why the external world doesn't have a clue about the struggle for Lao liberation. 

This is all because the battle for Lao liberation is all underground. Everything has to be 
conducted under the' political and diplomatic boundaries of the proxy countries. Moreover, the 
battle has experienced shortages of everything. We have to stand on our own, with the assistance 
of Lao refugees in third countries all over the globe, until the friendly free countries of the world 
become empathetic and provide assistance. Then, the Lao Liberation Army will certainly be able 
to stand up and stride forward to victory in liberating the nation. 

Additionally, the Communist Red Lao/Red Vietnamese use the method of absolute control and 
won't let the people and diplomats, who live in restricted areas like Vientiene, know about all the 
fighting. Therefore, countries at large don't know about the fighting in Laos and in the end the 
problem of the Red Vietnamese seizing Laos may be forgotten from the world stage. 

2. Condition of the enemy - The Red Vietnamese and Red Lao. At the present time, with the 
two superpowers having been able to create peace in the world, this has affected the Red 
Vietnamese being stuck in the middle of a problem and experiencing many weaknesses. For 
example: 

2/1. Red Vietnamese 

The former leading Communist country, Russia, has withdrawn from and reduced its 
assistance to the Red Vietnamese. 
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- The Red Vietnamese were chastised by the Red Chinese for 8 years and will be 
pressured until they release Cambodia. 

- The Indochinese populace are not happy with the slavery system of Co mmuni st Hanoi. 
The people of Laos and Cambodia do not accept the presence of the Red Vietnamese in 
their countries. 

- In the United Nations 1 17 of 157 countries do not accept the Red Vietnamese's invasion 
of Cambodia and political and economic pressure from Hanoi. 

- Hanoi has to take on the fight for the liberation of Laos, the fight of free Vietnamese, 
and the fight for the liberation of Cambodia. 

- The Red Vietnamese of Hanoi have waged war for half a century, causing great 
suffering among the people of Vietnam who don't accept the policies of the government 
but don't have a way to fight back because the Communist system has them pinched. 

2-2. Red Lao. 

When the Red Vietnamese from Hanoi were stuck with many problems, it consequently 
caused the Communist Red Lao to experience problems with shortages of many things. 
For example: 

- The Red Lao (Khmer Rouge and Red Vietnamese) have fallen into a state of 
instability, since Russia has withdrawn. This is comparable to how the Free Lao, 
Free Khmer, and Free Vietnamese fell into a state of instability in 1973. when the 
United States pulled out and went home. 

- The Red Vietnamese have begun withdrawing troops from some locations in 
Laos. 

- The Red Lao have re-established diplomatic relations at the ambassadorial level, 
with Red China. 

- The Lao people see clearly the Communist system of slavery. They are most 
bitter over the occupation of the Red Vietnamese and don't accept the puppet 
Kaysone. The people thus have turned their faces toward ways of helping the 
National Liberation Army. 

- The Supreme Court of Vientiene pardoned those who had been sentenced to the 
death penalty, life, or 20 years in prison. The called for those abroad to come back 
home to develop the country, without refugee status and without any punishment. 

- The puppets of Kaysone appear to be looking for a way to negotiate with the 
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national liberation force. (They consider this to be their scheme). 

- They gave the people the right to vote on 26 June 1988 in order to deceive the 
people and the world who don't know their methods. 

In short, despite their various efforts, Kaysone and company have fallen into a shaky 
situation due to the pressure of world events. Therefore, the Vietnamese and Kaysone are 
looking to do everything they can to stay in power and to be in charge of fixing the Lao 
problem. The most significant thing that the Vietnamese and Kaysone are afraid of is an 
official declaration of the establishment of liberated areas in the fight for national 
liberation . This event would cause Kaysone to fall without any means of excusing 
himself. It would become like the fight for national liberation in Cambodia in which 117 
of 157 countries in the UNO ruled in their favor. 

3. Friendly Situation. It is generally accepted that the battle of friendly forces at the present time 
is ineffective only because of a lack of war materiel and financial resources. In terms of moral 
will, however, the desire to not lose the nation and the country is strong. The National 
Liberation Front has sacrificed in every way to carry out the fight to this point, with the 
following objectives and stability: 

3/1. Objectives . 

- Drive out the Red Vietnamese from their occupation of Laos. 

- Restore independence, sovereignty, and territory as the property of all Lao 
peoples and to guide the future of the nation. 

- Gather all of our refugee brothers and sisters from third countries all over the 
planet back to their homeland to help develop and govern with a free and 
democratic system. 

3/2. National Liberation Forces . We have established guerilla forces and turned a 
guerrilla force into an National Liberation Army that has the following strength: 

- Region One: number of troops 3,739 percent armed 30% 

- Region Two: number of troops 4,554 percent armed 40% 

- Region Three: number of troops 1,500 percent armed 30% 
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- Region Four: number of troops 768 percent armed 50% 

- Total number of troops 10,561 

- In the said fight, put the people first. By means of psychological operations, 
combined with the slavery system of the Communists and barbaric dictatorship of 
the Red Vietnamese which have made the Lao people look for ways to join 
together in fighting for true national liberation, not less than 90 percent of the 
can't see because of the Communist system and the absolute dictatorship. All they 
can do is wait for D-day from the National Liberation Army. 

- Seek for help from friendly countries : By earnestly and tirelessly striving and 
overcoming countless obstacles and privations help proxy countries gain 
confidence and make many friendly countries interested in finding ways to help us 
in the future. 

3/3. Future plans are as follows : 

- Ready the entire guerrilla force of 10,561 to stand on their own. 

- Help protect and expand controlled territory. 

- Prepare many areas to rise up. 

- Combine the forces of freedom and Anti-Red Chinese forces to form a single 
National Liberation Army, so the fight will be fierce. 

- Provide technical specialists in many fields from third countries. 

- Open an official National Liberated Zone, which is the only correct way to the 
international stage, and in this way the fight will achieve a grand victory. 

4. Concept of Achieving Objectives . 

- When the enemy situation weakens and supportive countries in the Red camp withdraw 
from the war, it will be the appropriate time to fight to liberate the Lao nation, to march 
forward to a National Liberated Zone, and to declare to the world to bring the fight for 
national liberation in Laos to the international stage of the world at the United Nations. If 
the world leams of the Lao fight for national liberation in the same way as the fight for 
national liberation in Cambodia has 1 17 or 157 countries of the UNO acknowledging and 
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supporting, it will cause the Red Lao, Kaysone, be reduced in status and lose political 
points immediately. The fight for Lao national liberation will march forward to the end, 
being able to resolve the Lao problem more quickly than before. It would also be a way 
to support the fight for freedom in Vietnam. All of this is the way to force Hanoi into a 
comer and to eventually concede. 

5. National Liberated Area . 

Opening an official National Liberated Area is the goal and the key in the fight for the 
national liberation of Laos. Before a liberated Area can be declared, many preparations must be 
made. Once a declaration has been made, stability in the territory must be maintained 
perpetually. The many steps of preparation and the financial needs for each of the steps is 
outlined in the following table:

5.2 Calculating and Scheduling : 

If the military, war materiel, and financial means are ready, the time needed for 
preparations can be shortened. We can consider the first phase of preparation complete 
and we will march forward into the second phase of preparation and then the third phase 
immediately after that. It will take only 1 year at the most for the second phase of 
preparation and we can schedule the opening of the liberated area for the middle of 1989. 

The budget estimated for the second phase of preparation is $8,950,000 U.S. The budget 
calculated for the third phase, the opening of the liberated area, and maintaining it for a 
period of 1 year is $17,900,000 U.S. All totaled with $26,850,000 U.S. we can establish 
and maintain a liberated area, as well as be positioned to rise up to battle all over the 
country and fully cooperate with the people inside. I estimate that we most certainly can 
liberate Laos and restore her to the system of liberty and democracy.

A. Definite plan for expending the budget: 

1. Training the troops and essential techniques. 

2. Securing weapons and materiel.

Information indicates that Vang Pao travels back and 
forth between Santa Ana, California, and Minneapolis / St . Paul, 
Minnesota, on a frequent basis. Vang Pao does occasionally visit 
Wisconsin to attend Hmong celebrations and other functions. For 
example, a Lexis /Nexis search disclosed that he was the keynote 
speaker at a two-day event highlighting Hmong history and veterans at 
the University of Wisconsin - Eau Claire this past April.

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While a great deal has been learned about Vang Pao ' s Neo Horn 
fund raising activities and insurgency operations, there is 
insufficient evidence for any prosecutive action against Vang Pao at 
this time. A major impediment to the investigation seems to be the 
reluctance of individuals, with direct knowledge of Vang Pao and his 
activities, to be completely candid and/or testify against him. 


Following a review of more than 70 interviews which were 
conducted in connection with either Milwaukee ' s Neutra lity Case or 
Bangkok's Foreign Police Cooperation Case (Houa Ly and I ~1 

disappearance) , Milwaukee found that almost all the individuals 
interviewed can be broken down into the following three categories: 1) 
sources who are not in a position to testify; 2) individuals who 
provided information but requested that their identities be protected; 
3) and individuals who have reportedly been identified as supporters 
or members of General Vang Pao 1 s organization, but who deny knowing 
anything substantive about the Neo Horn or Vang Pao ' s involvement in 
insurgency operations .

With regard to current investigative efforts, Milwaukee 
obtained a large ban ker's box full o f Neo Horn National Liberation 
Front documents from | | a source who is not in a position 

to testify. However, the documents are written almost exclusively in 
Laotian and date back to the mid-to-late 1980 's. Approximately 15 of 
these documents have been reviewed by a Bureau Contract Linguist who, 
although not certified in Laotian, has provided summary translations 
which are believed to be accurate. Of the 15 document which were 
reviewed, three (3) were selected to be translated by the Laotian 
Language Specialist. Albeit historic, these specific documents were 
selected because they appeared to reflect the elements of the 
Neutrality Act, Title 18, USC, Section 956, namely the fund-raising, 
purchase of weapons and supplies, and Neo Horn attacks and skirmishes 
in Laos. Following is a preliminary summary of the documents in 
question:

1) A Neo Horn National Liberation Front administrative order 
dated September 14, 1987, signed by Commander in Chief Major General 
Vang Pao. The document was sent to the State of Wisconsin 
Representative of the Neo Horn National Liberation Front. This document 
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refers to a conference held by the American-based Neo Horn National 
Liberation Front in Santa Ana, California, on September 6, 1987. It 

describes a budget expenditure plan of $600,000.00 for the training of 
troops and the attainment of sufficient weaponry. It also solicits 
contributions to meet the required budget. 

2) A Neo Horn National Liberation Front document dated June 
21, 1988, addressing the maintenance of "secret" military documents of 
the Neo Na. An attached document requested a budget for training and 
equipment for 1000 men. The equipment requested for each soldier 
included the following: One AK gun, two suits, a pairs of shoes, two 
sets of camouflage shirts and pants, and food for 60 days. The 
signature at the bottom of the document is unintelligible, but written 
above the signature was Major General Vang Pao, Head of the Liberation 
Army. 


3) A Neo Horn National Liberation Front Monthly Report for 
January 1986. The report was sent to the General who is responsible 
for the Neo Horn National Liberation Front (not further identified) . 

It advised that Military Region 2 dispatched one small team of 23 men 
to carry out attacks. It advises of eight (8) skirmishes and four (4) 
ambushes by the aforesaid team in Laos. The document is signed by the 
Commander of Military Region 2 - Chief of Staff. 

On 03/28/2002, Milwaukee sent the abovementioned documents 
to a certified Laotian Language Specialist, who is assigned to the 
Salt Lake City Division. Milwaukee would like to have many more of 
these documents translated; however, it would likely place an undue 
burden on the Bureau's only certified Laotian Language Specialist. 

To focus investigative efforts towards building a successful 
case against Vang Pao, Milwaukee is setting forth a summary of the 
relevant criminal statutes and case law concerning the Neutrality Act. 
The summary was written by the Internal Security Section, Criminal 
Division, U.S. Department of Justice. They found that the two most 
relevant statutes are Title 18, United States Code, Section 960 and 
956. These criminal statutes provide the following: 

Title 18, United States Code, Section 960 - Expedition against 
friendly nation 

Whoever, within the United States, knowingly begins or sets 
on foot or provides or prepares a means for or furnishes the money 
for, or takes part in, any military or naval expedition or enterprise 
to be carried on from thence against the territory or dominion of any 
foreign prince or state, or of any colony, district, or people with 
whom the United States is at peace, shall be fined under this title or 
imprisoned not more than three years or both. 

The elements of a Section 960 violation are as follows: 
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(1) preparations within the United States; 

(2) for a military expedition or enterprise; 

(3) to be carried on from the United States ; 

(4) against foreign territory controlled by an entity 
with which the United States is at peace. 

Section 960 applies by its terms to anyone "within the 
United States" and is not limited to just U.S. Citizens. The language 
"begins or sets on foot, " though antiquated, makes it a criminal 
offense for the first effort or proposal by individuals to form a 
military enterprise. Pursuant to the language "provides or prepares a 
means for, " acts that aid such a military enterprise, such as 
contributions of money, clothing, provisions, transportation or arms, 
constitute an offense. For actions to constitute a "military 
expedition or enterprise" as those terms are used in the statute, 
courts have said that there are three required elements: concert of 
action, arms for a military purpose, and common leadership. The 
language "carried on from thence" has been interpreted by the courts 
to allow an expedition to proceed from the United States to an 
intermediate destination before advancing on its intended target. The 
requirement that the actions be taken against an entity with which the 
United States is "at peace" poses some difficulty. 

Title 18, United States Code, Section 956 - Conspiracy to kill, 
kidnap, maim, or injure persons or damage property in a foreign 
country - 


(a) (1) Whoever, within the jurisdiction of the United 
States, conspires with one or more other persons, regardless of where 
such other person or persons are located, to commit at any place 
outside the United States an act that would constitute the offense of 
murder, kidnaping, or maiming if committed in the special maritime and 
territorial jurisdiction of the United States shall, if any of the 
conspirators commits an act within the jurisdiction of the United 
States to effect any object of the conspiracy, to be punished as 
provided in subsection (a) (2) . 

(2) The punishment for an offense under subsection 
(a) (1) of this section is - 

(A) imprisonment for any term of years or for 
life if the offense is conspiracy to murder 
or kidnap ; and 

(B) imprisonment for not more than 35 years if 
the offense is conspiracy to maim. 
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(b) Whoever, within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
conspires with one or more persons, regardless of where such other 
person or persons are located, to damage or destroy specific property 
situated within a foreign country and belonging to a foreign 
government or to any political subdivision thereof with which the 
United States is at peace, or any railroad, canal, bridge, airport, 
airfield, or other public utility, public conveyance, or public 
structure, or any religious, educational, or cultural property so 
situated, shall, if any of the conspirators commits an act within the 
jurisdiction of the United States to effect any object of the 
conspiracy, be imprisoned not more than 25 years. 

The elements of a Section 956 (b) violation are as follows: 


(1) a conspiracy between two or more persons ; 

(2) to damage or destroy specific property situated 
within a foreign country and belonging to a 
foreign government or any political subdivision 
thereof : 

(3) or to damage and destroy any railroad, canal, 
bridge, airport, airfield, or other public 
utility, public conveyance, or public structure, 
or any religious, educational, or cultural 
property so situated; 

(4) for a foreign country with which the United States 
is at peace; 

(5) at least one act to effect any object of the 
conspiracy must be committed within the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 


Under Section 956 (b) , the property that was damaged or 
destroyed, or was the object of the conspiracy to damage or destroy, 
must be described with a degree of specificity to satisfy the 
statutory language in paragraphs 2 and 3 supra. The 
requirement that the United States be "at peace" with the foreign 
country has withstood constitutional challenge on void for vagueness 
grounds . 

With the above statutes in mind, Milwaukee's future 
investigative efforts will focus on selective interviews and re- 
interviews of several individuals in an effort to develop additional 
sources, and preferably sources who will testify against Vang Pao .
